A special train on the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad will leave the 
Union Station at 9 A. M., with all air-conditioned cars. The round-trip 
ticket will be $3.40. Several cars will be provided with adjustable 
seats so that committee meetings and other groups of six can be accomo- 
dated. Busses will be provided at Charlottesville to make the trip to 
Monticello and return; tickets, including the reduced admission fee 
granted through the courtesy of the Thomas Jefferson Memorial Foundation, 
will be one dollar. The special train will leave the Charlottesville 
station as soon as possible after the program, probably around 2:30 P. M., 
arriving at Washington about 5:30 P. M. All arrangements for transpor- 
tation may be made at Information Desk, Lobby, Willard Hotel, starting 
at 1:00 P. M. Sunday, November 14. 


Immediately upon arrival at Charlottesville, busses will leave 
the station for Monticello, where the program will begin at 12:30 P. M. 
In the case of inclement weather, the busses will return the group to 
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auditorium of the University of Virginia, where the program will then 
be held. 


Immediately following the progran, a luncheon will be served on 
the campus of the University, the exact place to be announced. The 
special train will leave for Washington after the luncheon.
